CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. Space shuttle Atlantis rocketed 
into orbit Monday with six astronauts and a full load 
of spare parts for the International Space Station. 

The supply run should keep the space station hum- 
ming for years to come, and the shuttle astronauts in 
space through Thanksgiving. 

Atlantis shot smoothly through a partly cloudy 
afternoon sky, to the delight of about loo Twittering 
space enthusiasts who won front-row seats. It was 
NASA’s first launch “twee tup,” and the invitees 
splashed news— mostly tweeting “wow” and “amaz- 


ing” about the liftoff— over countless cell phones 
and computers. 

“We wish you good luck, godspeed and we’ll see 
you back here just after Thanksgiving,” launch direc- 
tor Mike Leinbach told shuttle commander Charles 
Hobaugh right before liftoff 

Atlantis will reach the space station Wednesday 
As the shuttle blasted off, the station was soaring 
220 miles above the South Pacific. 

“We’re excited to take this incredible vehicle for 
a ride and meet up with another incredible vehicle,” 
Hobaugh said. 

NASA wants to stockpile as many pumps, tanks, 
gyroscopes and other oversize equipment as pos- 
sible at the space station, before the three remain- 
ing shuttles retire next fall. None of the other vis- 
iting spacecraft is big enough to carry such large

The space agency expects to keep the space station 
flying until 2015, possibly 2020 if President Obama 
gives the go-ahead. 

During their ii-day flight, Hobaugh and his crew- 
including the first orthopedic surgeon in space. Dr. 
Robert Satcher Jr.— will unload the nearly 30,000 
pounds of equipment and experiments. Most of the 
gear will be attached to the outside of the space sta- 
tion on storage platforms. 


Trial in Walmart case Involves race question

ST. LOUIS Nearly three years after Heather Ellis 
switched checkout lines at a southeast Missouri store 
and touched off what she calls a racially charged dis- 
pute with white customers and authorities, the young 
black schoolteacher faces a trial that could send her 
to prison for 15 years. 

Witnesses have told authorities that Ellis cut in 
front of waiting customers at the Walmart in Kennett 
on Jan. 6, 2007, shoved merchandise already placed 
on a conveyor belt out of the way, and became bellig- 
erent when confronted, according to court filings. 

Her trial on charges of assaulting police officers, 
resisting arrest and disturbing the peace begins 


Wednesday in Dunklin 
County Circuit Court. 

Ellis said in a written 
complaint to the National 
Association for the 
Advancement of Colored 
People that she was pushed 
by a white customer, hassled 
by store employees, called 
racial slurs and physically 
mistreated by Kennett police officers. 

Ellis, 24, teaches in Louisiana, where she is engaged to 
a state trooper. She has said she feels trapped by “small- 
town politics” in Kennett, where her family lives. 


“What a shame the system can destroy a young 
person’s future like this because of bad cops,” Ellis 
wrote to the NAACP in April. 

The group subsequently held a rally in Kennett. 
Before the June 13 event began, police officers found 
threatening letters the size of business cards scat- 
tered along the route that said the Ku Klux Klan had 
paid a visit and “the next visit will not be social.” 

Dunklin County Prosecutor Stephen Sokoloff said 
the cards were removed and the source investigated 
but never discovered. He said he doubts the cards 
actually were from the KKK; he knows of no KKK 
presence in the area. A call to the KKK headquarters 
was not answered.

Though the CTA reached a deal last week to 
prevent fare increases for two years, service 
still got cut. In February, the CTA is set to 
eliminate nine express bus routes and reduce 
the operating hours of 41 bus routes, 

“Going Public” looked at the 41 bus routes 
that will see their weekday start and/or end 
times change. The cuts also will affect weekend 
service, CTA president Rich Rodriguez told 
reporters that riders who use these buses at 
late-night or early-morning hours won’t have to 
travel far for alternate service.

Forty bus routes are set to end operations earlier than they do now 
Most of the 20 bus routes that stop running at or after i a,m, on week- 
days win end at 12:30 a,m in February Most of the 20 bus routes that stop 
running between 10:30 p,m, and i a,m, on weekdays will end at 10:30 p,m. 
Meanwhile, 19 routes will see their start times change. Most of these 
buses start their run between 2:45 a,m, and 4 a.m, on weekdays, and 
many win see their start times pushed back to 4 a.m. or 4:30 a.m.

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The body of Chicago Public Schools Board President Michael Scott was found Monday at the Chicago River south of the Kinzie bridge. Police say 
Scott’s death appears to be a suicide, alex garcia/tribune 


City Hall and the Chicago Public Schools 
community were reeling from the news Monday 
as officials offered condolences to the fam- 
ily The Chicago Board of Education meeting 
scheduled for Wednesday at which Scott would 
have presided, was postponed. 

A real estate developer, president of the 
Chicago school board and until recently a key 
member of Daley’s Olympic bid committee, 
Scott was one of Daley’s earliest black allies and 
among a cadre of trusted loyalists who moved 
from hot spot to hot spot for the mayor. 

Deeply involved in many facets of civic life. 


Scott was rarely out of touch with people. 

So when Scott’s family members couldn’t 
reach him quickly Sunday evening, they imme- 
diately feared something had gone wrong. Late 
Sunday night, they alerted Chicago police, who 
wasted no time launching an urgent missing- 
persons investigation. 

Within a few hours, detectives traced Scott’s 
cell phone signal to a railroad bridge over the 
North Branch of the Chicago River. Nearby 
they found his Cadillac, then a smear of blood 
on a concrete wall. Finally, at the river bank 
below the bridge, they found Scott’s partly sub- 


merged body and a handgun. 

Scott apparently fell forward after shooting 
himself No note was found at the scene and 
detectives are trying to track down the gun’s 
registration, police said. 

While many public figures— including 
Daley— mourned Scott’s death, police tried to 
piece together the last hours and days of his life, 
searching for a reason why the 6 o -year-old may 
have killed himself 

Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis said it was 
too early in the investigation to conclude the 
motive.

Waking Monday to the news of Scott’s 
suicide, the many people he encountered in 
that very public life struggled to reconcile 
the upbeat man they knew with the apparent 
despondency that eluded them, and now begs 
to be explained. 

“Fm perplexed, baffled and extremely 
sad,” said David Doig, a business partner and 
20 -year friend who saw Scott a week ago. “I can’t 
think of a time when I saw Michael depressed 
or down. It’s so out of character for him.” 

Scott’s body was found just after 3 a.m. 
under a River North bridge, partly submerged 
in the water. 

By midday Monday, the Cook County medi- 
cal examiner’s office had ruled Scott’s death a 
suicide, by a single gunshot wound to his left 
temple from a .380 -caliber handgun. 


1958 time capsule at U. of C. reveals concerns of a decade 


A more interconnected world, a looming war 
against communism, higher taxes and the intru- 
sion of that pesky federal government on our 
personal rights. 

These were among the major concerns 
of some of the world’s leading judges, 
professors and scientists, according to 
letters recently removed from a time capsule 


at the University of Chicago’s Law School. 
The letters were sealed in a cornerstone at the 
school’s entrance in 1958. 

The letters, opened in August, went on public 
display last week and are being showcased in the 
law school’s lobby for the next two months. 

“If this letter is ever opened it will mean that 
the year 2008 arrived with civilization intact,” 


wrote Carl Friedrich of Harvard University 
French philosopher Jacques Maritain simply 
gave advice, writing, “Without love and charity, 
man turns into evil the best that is in him.” 

The capsule contained 13 letters, including 
some from several US. Supreme Court justices, 
then- Chicago Tribune Editor Don Maxwell and 
physicist Edward Teller, dubbed the “father of 


the hydrogen bomb.” 

School administrators missed opening 
the capsule on time— May 28, 2008— exact- 
ly 50 years after the law school’s building 
opened. Last summer, a reporter for the 
alumni magazine revealed the capsule’s exis- 
tence. School officials are now working to create 
a time capsule to be opened in 2059. tribune

A delegation from the U.S, Bureau of Prisons met with local officials 
Monday and tried to calm their fears after inspecting the Thomson 
Correctional Center in western Illinois, where the White House is con- 
sidering housing some terror suspects detained at Guantanamo Bay 
“My impression is this is probably their No, i choice,” Dixon Mayor Jim 
Burke said after the closed-door meeting. 

Of about 3,000 jobs that would be created, about 300 to 500 would be 
for local residents.

US, Sen, Dick Durbin has said fewer than 100 detainees would be at 
Thomson, but Rep, Don Manzullo said all of the more than 200 detainees 
would transfer to the prison.

Obama needles China 
on international matters 


□ BEIJING Aiming beyond mere rivalry, 
President Obama declared Monday in 
his first visit to China that the U.S. and the 
Chinese carry a “burden of leadership” as he 
meets with President Hu Jintao to confront 
climate change, nuclear proliferation and 
other urgent global problems. Economic and 
trade tensions shadowed their talks. 

Obama is strongly suggesting that China, 
now a giant in economic effect as well as ter- 
ritory, must take a bigger role on issues such 


as global warming. He also is prodding the 
Chinese on freedom and Internet controls. 

“I will tell you, other countries around the 
world will be waiting for us,” Obama said in 
an American-style town-hall discussion with 
Chinese university students in Shanghai, 
where he spent a day before flying to China’s 
capital for a state visit with President Hu. 

As China moves haltingly toward greater 
global activity, Obama said, “That is the bur- 
den of leadership that both of our countries 


now carry” 

The town hall meeting showed how diffi- 
cult it is for the governments to work togeth- 
er. The U.S. initially requested a larger venue 
and a live broadcast on a major network. 

In the end, Chinese officials put the event 
on the eastern fringes of the city Only local 
Shanghai TV carried it live, though it was 
streamed on two popular Internet portals 
and on the White House’s Web site, which 
is not censored.

Grossman’s 
dad rips Bears 


Rex Grossman’s father came out firing 
Monday when asked to assess the Bears’ 
ongoing quarterback woes with Jay Cutler 
and draw a comparison to the checkered 
Chicago career of his son. 

Dan Grossman, an ophthalmologist who 
practices in Bloomington, Ind., berated the 
Bears for their long history of futility at the 
quarterback position. 

“What’s amazing to me is, here we go again 
with Jay Cutler,” Grossman said. “He came in 
and he was going to be the franchise quarter- 
back and lead the Bears. I heard some people 
say they were going to the Super Bowl this 
year. There was a lot of Cutler-mania going 
on in the preseason and all that. And here we are, back in 
the situation where ... because the team is not really built 
around a passing game, he has struggled.” 

Cutler has thrown 17 interceptions in the Bears’ first 


nine games, including five Thursday night in 
San Francisco. 

“Obviously, the last 20 -something quarter- 
backs that have played in Chicago have not all 
been complete failures as quarterbacks,” Dan 
Grossman said. “They obviously played some- 
where before Chicago in order to be on that 
team. And several of them played respectably 
well after leaving that team. To me, there’s 
an inherent organizational problem with the 
quarterback position.” 

Grossman believes the root of the problem 
is the Bears’ traditional reliance on the run- 
ning game. 

“I believe that the NFL is a passing league,” 
he said. “It has been for the last 20 years. Chicago contin- 
ues to use the phrase, at least Lovie Smith continues to 
use the phrase, ‘We get off the bus running.’ I think they 
need to abandon that concept.”

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Chicago’s Robomoto takes skateboarding game 
to a new level with Tony Hawk: RIDE’

When Robomodo employee Ken Overbey 
skateboards past the office’s main meeting 
room, he elicits a smile from company CEO 
David Michicich. 

“Check it out; we see this a lot here,” 
Michicich said as he nodded toward Overbey 

What might ordinarily be considered a vio- 
lation of professional conduct in most corpo- 
rate workplaces is a sign Michicich’s team is on 
task. 

After all, the mission of the game developer 
at 20 N. Clark St. for the last two years has been 
to create the new video game “Tony Hawk: 
RIDE,” which drops Tuesday for all major 
home-console systems. 

This isn’t just any “Tony Hawk” game, mind 
you. The entire series is getting a reboot that 
promises to do for skating what “Guitar Hero” 
did for rock music. “RIDE” features a new con- 
trol scheme no longer based on complex button 
combinations, but on a regular-sized skateboard 
controller designed to simulate ollies (a leap 
in which the skateboard stays in contact with 
the feet), kickflips and a grab-bag full of other 
tricks. 

The idea came from the pro skating phe- 
nomenon himself 

“I brought it up a couple of years ago because 
I felt like we’d gone as far as we could with the 
past games,” Hawk told RedEye via telephone 
from Southern California. “I really felt like it 
was time to do something for a home system 
with a skateboard peripheral.” 

But the challenge of remaking the 
extreme sports video game fell into the lap 
of Robomodo, a company that rose from the 
ashes of EA Chicago, a game development stu- 




dio that closed in November 2007. 

“We were suddenly out of jobs but we didn’t 
want to be flung across the globe,” Michicich 
said. “When you build a team over so many 
years, the kind of synergy and team dynamic 
doesn’t come overnight.” 

As a result, 23 ex-EA Chicago employees 
formed Robomodo. It was just weeks later that 
“Tony Hawk” game publisher Activision called 
on them, in January 2008, to rejuvenate the 
franchise. 

Because most staff members had worked 
exclusively on fighting games in the past— the 
“Eight Night” boxing series, “Def Jam: Icon” 
and others— Robomodo had to immerse itself 
fully in the world of skating. 

Staffers went to local skate parks, watched 
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‘Tony Hawk: RIDE’

was wearing a pair of funky Airwalks in 
sixth grade, one of the hardest parts of 
this new skateboarding game for me was 
knowing where to stand on the piastic 
skateboard-controller. The rest was easy 
and exhilarating. There are no buttons or 
awkward hand-held controllers, it’s just you 
baiancing on the board, twisting and lifting 
yourseif to perform tricks. Robomodo’s 
done a great job making the game newbie- 
friendly, perhaps too much so. I probably 
shouldn’t have been able to pull off a pro 
skater’s dream trick-a 900 degree spin- 
by accident. Nonetheless, “RIDE” Is enough 
fun to make you dump your other fake 
plastic gaming accessories in 
the closet for a long while.

skate videos and chatted up Stevie Dread 
Snyder, a pro skater from Uprise Skate Shop 
in Wicker Park, Some even took up skating for 
the first time since childhood, 

“Alot of people bought skateboards and some 
of us would go skate like the Lower Wacker area 
on lunch breaks,” lead designer Patrick Dwyer 
said, “We had an interoffice contest to see who 
would be the first person to ollie. It was stuff 
that got you more into the culture and got you 
really excited about skateboarding,” 

This company-wide dive into local skating 
eventually influenced the game itself — giving 
it more of a Chicago flavor than the Southern 
California feel of previous Tony Hawk titles. 

Robomodo programmers even designed two 
Chicago-specific levels— Lower Wacker and 
Loop Plaza— based on skating at Chase Plaza, 
lo S, La Salle St. 

“There’s definitely a lot of Chicago vibe,” 
Michicich said, “The Chicago-based levels even 
tend to play local bands like Chevelle and The 
Fold on the soundtrack,” 

The biggest challenge for the Robomodo team 
was designing a skateboard controller that would 


be safe, fun and responsive to player commands. 
The company’s shelves are littered with the 
remains of nearly a dozen different variations of 
the board. Early prototypes featured things like 
trackballs, arcade buttons and wooden rails, 
“This one has a Wiimote, the insides of an 
Xbox 360 controller and a Sixaxis control- 
ler from a Playstation 3 all Frankensteined 
together,” Dwyer said while holding a skate- 
board-shaped plank littered with random wires 
and duct tape, “We joked that it’s the United 
Nations of video games controllers,” 

To help test out the prototypes, Robomodo 
consulted local skaters such as Snyder, skate- 
boarding physics expert Tae Kim, and, most 
importantly. Hawk, 

“He’d test a lot of the prototypes {and he] 
looked through thousands of different kinds 
of animations just to make sure that they were 
right,” Michicich said, “Sometimes he’d fly into 
Chicago to check things out,” 

Eventually, the Robomodo crew settled on a 
durable plastic controller that players stand on 
like a skateboard. The hands-free and wireless 
controller contains two accelerometers— the 


same kind of motion sensors found in Wiimotes 
and iPhones— that respond to movement, and 
light sensors on the sides, 

Dwyer claims the resulting game makes play- 
ers feel awesome. 


^^You pull off a trick or grind and do some- 
thing that you couldn’t necessarily do in real 
life, but here you are physically doing it on our 
game,” he said, “It’s a huge rush of adrenaline,”
